| they were not bound.

than brain injuries. | 

Grastchenkov is only one of | 
many thousands mobilized to | 
fight wounds and diseases in 
Russia. The whole army of sur- 
gery, medicine and research has 
been thrown into the battle. In 
many cases the civilian popula- 
tion has come to the aid of the 
men and women of science. 


Then Sophiana and I went to 
another clinic. The Soviet Central 
Institute of Blood Transfusion is} 
presided over by brilliant An- 
drei .Bogdassarov, dark and eager- 
eyed, The Institute has three ad-| 
ditional branches. There are 100} 
| nurses and doctors working at the 
clinic. Only ten are men, another 
proof of Norman’s theses. Every 
day from 1,500 to 2,000 civilians go 
to these clinics and offer their| 
blood. Blood is a precious com- 
| modity in time of war. Nine-tenths | 
| of the donors are young girls and | 
women—mothers, wives and _ sis- 
ters of men at the front, Nearly 
all of them decline pay for their 
services, but, after each blood 
donation, the donors are given a} 
| good meal and an extra ration 
| coupon. A steady stream of blood 
from Russian women flows to the |

Dr. Manion, director of air raid precau- 
tions, has—very properly—reminded Can- 
adians that they have now an added rea- 
son to observe Fire Prevention Week in a 
practical way; by putting their premises 
in as safe condition as possible, and by 
associating themselves with air raid pre- 
cautions organizations where these exist. 
He will, the director says, be surprised if 
Canadian cities, inland as well as coastal, 
are not attacked by enemy raiders. Hence 
the wisdom of taking a hand in public 
precautionary work, and also in seeing 
that one’s own home is made as safe as 
can be from fire—whatever the cause. 

All the ordinary peacetime methods 
by which this danger can be reduced are 
more urgent now that we are at war, and 
more or less liable to air attack. Defec- 
tive chimneys, pipes and heate”s are re- 
sponsible every winter for the burning of 
homes in Canada, sometimes with loss of 
life resulting. Rubbish, in attics, cellars 
or outside, is a ready-made bonfire if a 
spark should reach the inflammable ac- 
cumulation. Carelessness on the part of 
smokers is another frequent cause of 
house-burning. 

These are matters the individual house- 
holder should attend to now, for the 
security of his family, himself and their 
home. They are, first and foremost, mat- 
ters which Fire Prevention Week is intend- 
ed to bring to attention. It is folly to ig- 
nore them. ‘

Voronezh 


With world interest focussed on the 44 
day battle for the ruins of Stalingrad, not 
much attention is being given in news des- 
patches to the steady push of the Russian 
forces southwestward from Voronezh, 
300 miles or more to the north. 

This offensive began weeks ago, and 
it appears to have made steady though 
never rapid progress. The brief references 
coming through make plain that the en- 
emy has never been able to bring the drive 
to more than a temporary halt. This of 
course can only be because the Russians 
have massed preponderant forces in that 
sector, Forces which the German high 
command has not been able to match with- 
out diverting troops from Stalingrad or 
weakening some other point on the trans- 
continental front. 

The Volga city has been held without 
throwing in such numbers of reserves as 
would have prevented the Russians devel- 
oping this major counter-thrust. That it 
is a major thrust can be assumed, for it is 
not at all likely the offensive was started 
without plenty of reinforcements to back 
it up. 

This drive to the north may explain 
Hitler’s anxiety to capture the Stalingrad 
ruins quickly. The men and equipment 
employed in the long mass attack there 
are needed to stem the threat back along 
the flank. A glance at the map suggests 
how serious that threat can become unless 
it is met. Should winter arrive with the 
Nazi forces still shattering themselves to 
pieces at Stalingrad and the Russian ad- 
vance from Voronezh eating its way across 
their communicaticn lines and toward their 
rear, the position of the invaders from the 
Don to the Caucasus would be precarious. 

If Hitler prestige prompted the attack 
on the city—-which could have been by- 
passed—other and more important con- 
siderations now demand that it be cap- 
tured before the counter-thrust from the 
north makes too much headway or winter 
hampers the long lines of transport from 
far-off German bases.

What We Are Up Against 
France, the Netherlands, Belgium, 
western Poland, Czechoslovakia, are all 


highly industrialized areas. Norway, Den- 
mark, Hungary, Rumania are less distinc- 


tively manufacturing countries, but in 
varying degree each is industrially im- 
portant. These countries Hitler has 


brought under his control to supplement 
the war production of Germany and Italy. 
The part of Russia which his armies have 
overrun is its chief industrial area. Much 
of it has been occupied long enough for 
the wrecked factories to have been re- 
built. 

Over this immense tract from the bor- 
der of Spain to the Don and the Volga the 
word of Hitler is law. And his word 1s 
production to the limit of every type of 
equipment and every sort of supplies need- 
ed by his fighting forces, land, sea and 
air, Throughout the occupied zone every 
factory for which workmen can be obtain 
ed by bribery or brutality is turning out 
munitions,, And from these areas men are 
being drafted, under penalty of hunger 
and imprisonment, to staff the factories 
in Germany and thus release Germans for 
“cannon fodder’, 

There are no such things as negotiated 
hours of work or conditions of employ- 
ment or rates of pay in the Hitler indus- 
trial realm. Men and women work at jobs 
which are assigned to them, for as many 
hours per week as they are ordered to 
work, and are paid whatever doles are ne- 
cessary to keep them physically capable of 
working. They have no_ recognized 
“rights”, no opportunity to bargain as to 
where, at what, how hard, or for what pay 
they shall labor, In reality they are 
Slaves, under task-masters who know

neither mercy nor moral restraints, 

At the other end of the Axis is Japan, 
a nation of 90,000,090 people, whose fac- 
tory products have been flooding world 
markets for decades, and whose people 
could only live in their limited territory 
because they are highly skilled in the use 
of modern machinery. 

That is the industrial set-up against 
which the war workers of Canada, the 
United States, Britain and the other Un- 
ited Nations must match themselves. 
They have to out-build industrial Europe 
and phenomenally industrialized Japan, if 
our fighting men are to meet those of the 
Axis on even footing—for the Axis coun- 
tries were shaping weapons on a mass pro- 
duction scale before the Allies started 

This is why in Canada and in the Un- 
ited States civilian production is being cut 
down, man-power is being reinforced by 
woman-power, and selective service meas- 
ures are being employed! to fit both men 
and women into the places where their 
labor will count for most in the one all 
essential matter of turning out the tools of 
war. And this is why we are being told 
by those in authority that nothing short 
of the maximum output of munitions can 
safeguard us against defeat. 

This warning sounds strange in this 


hemisphere of ‘plenty’. But it is no 
longer strange, nor far-fetched, if one 


takes time to sit down before the map of 
Europe and the map of the Orient and 
candidly study the industrial set-up of the 
Axis. It is literally true that our maxi- 
mum output will be none too great to 
guarantee victory over such vast, highly 
developed and tyrannically-bossed areas of 
production.

There is one discordant note in 
the general chorus of commination, 
That discordant note emanates 
from the bearded lips of George 
Bernard Shaw. And his note is dis- 
cordant, not because he seizes the 
opportunity to support Herr 
Dreiser as a means of exhibiting 
the passionately heterodox quality 
of his own brain, but because hé 
finds it necessary, in doing so, to

In the childhood of the race, the 
British, like other children, pulled 
wings off flies and tortured kittens 
and pinched the jam. 

But the difference between the 
English and the Germans is that 
when the English grew up they put 
away these childish things, while 
the Germans graduated from pull- 
ing wings off flies to blowing arms 
off babies.

No Comparison 

It must be admitted that there 
are passages in British history that 
smell distinctly bad. The nation 
has made almost as many mistakes 
| and committed almost as many sins 
as the average individual. 

(Honestly search your own con- 
science, if you want to find out 
about that.) 

But when any one suggests that 
the past of the British, even the 
mediaeval past of the British, 
which, in the case of all nations, 
was pretty bad, is even a patch‘on 
the loathsome iniquity of the Ger- 
man’s present, that person mani- 
fests a diseased mind. 

You can multiply the mistakes 
and cruelties and tyrannies of Brit- 
ish history by a thousand and they 
still can’t compare with the beast- 
liness of a single day of Nazi life.

Planning Global War Is Allied Staff’s Job 


| The Anglo-American group of the 
United Nations is being called upon 
to make fateful decisions, At no 
| period of the war has the burden of | 
responsibility pressed to heavily on 


the shoulders of their leaders, Hith- | 
them-| 

selves again the assaults of their} 
| enemies as best they were able and 


erto, they have defended 


within the limits of their physical 
ability. Now they must assume the 
direction of war on a global scale. 


Weighty questions of interna- 
tional politics, diplomacy and 
civilian morale are demanding an 
answer, and the decisions reached 
in the next couple of months may 
affect not only the trend and dura- 
tion of hostilities, but also the bal- 


ance of international relationships | 


after the war. These things can- 
not be brushed aside by saying 
that our first and only considera- 
tion is to win the war. The only 
reason for fighting the war is that 
conditions of peace were becom- 
ing intolerable. If the methods 
chosen to win the war-are sucn 
that they make intolerable the 
conditions of the ensuing peace, 
the game is not worth the candle, 


Joseph Stalin has just issued a 
written statement to an American 
correspondent in reply to a series 
of questions directed at him by 
representatives of the American 
press in Moscow, 


STALIN IS IMPATIENT 


In statement, the Soviet 
eader says bluntly that the ques- 
tion of a second front in Europe 
is one of paramount importance to 
Russia; that the Allies of the Soviet 
must “fulfil their obligations fully 
and on time,” and that compared 
vith Russian aid in drawing east- 
“main force 
of the German Fascists,” Allied aid 
to the Soviet Union has “so far 
been little effective.” 


This statement of Stalin’s may 
be taken in conjunction with an 
excerpt from Mr, Wendell Willkie’s 
speech in Chungking. “The com- 
mon man of all nations,” said Mr. 
Willkie, “feels the time has come 
to take the offensive everywhere. 
The man on the street is annoyed 
because so much of the might of 
the United Nations stands idle, 
awaiting action only on some fu- 
ture date . The war will not be 
won by timid men, but by bold and 
courageous men who inspire their

people to undertake and carry 
through bold and _ courageous 
plans.”

This is an echo of Mr. 
statement from Moscow that 


military leaders might need some 
public. prodding What do these 
statements mean? Do they reflect 


a fundamental cleavage in military 
policy between Russia and China 
on the one hand and Britain and 
the United States on the other, or 
do they merely express the natural 
impatience of hard-pressed people 
for speedy assistance. 
BRITAIN WENT UNAIDED 
History can record no greater 
tragedy than an estrangement of 
Russia and China from the British 
Commonwealth and the United 
States, due to half heartedness on 
one side and mistrust on the other, 
From the Russian point of view 
the cardinal fact of the war at the 
moment is that two or three mil- 
lion armed men and great num- 
bers of tanks, guns and aircraft, 
are rotting in idleness in the Brit- 
ish Isles and elsewhere round the 
world, while the common enemy is 
plucking at the vitals of Russia and 
subjecting her to mortal agony un- 


disturbed by anything save Rus- 
sian resistance. and all too infre- 
quent air attacks, 


Stated this way. the case against 
the Anglo-American group looks 
pretty black. Bat this, of course, is 
not the whole truth. We have been 
over this ground before and 
pointed out that the Battle of Bri- 


tain, the Battle of the Atlantic, the 
protracted battles im the Middle 
East, the patient endurance of the 


bombing gave Russia an 
extra year in which io inake ready 
her defenses. And no one lifted a 
finger to help Britain, save by ship- 
ping materials, even as the British 
and Americans are doing for Rus 
Sia now 

That is water over the dam, just 
as the suicidal policy’ of previous

| British Governments 


over non-| 
intervention and collective secur- 
ity. and the Russian pact of friend- 
ship with Germany are also water 
over the dam. Recrimination over 
past follies and ugly cynicism is 
no aid to putting matters right. 
Apparently there is a misunder- 
standing between the two groups 
over when and how the Anglo- 
American blow should be struck, 
Vague hints of this misunderstand- 
ing were circulated following the 
recent Moscow conference, at 
which Mr. Churchill and = Mr. 
Averill Harriman, officially repre- 
senting their respective govern- 
ments, discussed Allied military 
policy with Mr. Stalin. The Rus- 
sians evidently consider the text 
of the official statement issued 
after the Molotov talks should be 


/construed as a solemn contract to 
Offi- | 


open a second front in 1942. 
cial spokesmen in London and 
Washington have been talking as 
though they regard this as a blanket 
declaration of policy rather than a 
contract with a specified time for 
performance. 

Mr. Willkie’s repeated references 
to timorous leadership rather sug- 
gests that he is reflecting the views 
of the Kremlin. 


RESULTS OF DIEPPE

Mr. Gardiner pointed out that the

return from the large crop of oats | 
and barley which must be fed to | 
livestock but which also is expen- 
sive to harvest, Last year the gov- 
ernment responded to the pressure 
‘of farm organizations and granted 
Storage charges on  farm-stored 
grain subsequently delivered to the 
Canadian Wheat Board.

Appeals were filed Wednesday 
by the crown against dismissal by 
Chief Justice W. C, Ives of gross |

Appeal was filed also against the 
three years’ sentence imposed on) 
Kagna, convicted on an indecent! 
assault charge, on the ground that 
it was not sufficiently severe hav- 
ing regard to the nature of the 
offence committed. 

In the case of Kagna appeals are 
taken on eight counts, all of which 
were dismissed by Chief Justice 
Ives on the ground that it was un- 
safe to convict on the uncorrober- 
ated evidence of an accomplice.

Farmers Claim 


Hunters Hurt 
Grain Fields 


Complaints in increasing num- 
bers are being received by the 
department of lands and mines 
from farmers throughout north- 
ern Alberta regarding infractions 
of The Game Act, which are be- 
ing made at the present time by 
hunters, according to C. H. Heus- | 
tis, provincial game commissioner. | 
These infractions affect trespass 
of private property. It is not, how- 
ever, the question of inexcusable 
intrusion that forms the basis for 
such complaints so much as the 
damage which has been resulting 
from same, Mr. Heustis said. 

As everyone knows, the crops this 
year have heen exiremely heavy. 


Rainfall during the summer has |) 


been abundant, and in many cases 
the grain is lodged on the ground, 
creating a problem for harvesting. 


NO PERMISSION 


On many recent occasions, hunt- 
ers apparently have considered such 
fields as suitable locations for their 
operations, and have taken up posi- 
tions in them without first of all 
bothering to secure permission from 
the owners of the land. Shooting 
starts, birds are brought down, and 
in looking for same, the grain, al- 
ready seriously lodged on the} 
ground, is trampled down, making | 
its condition considerably worse. 

In one case recently, a party was 
caught tramping over such a field. 
No permission to go into it had been 
obtained. In questioning the hunt- 
ers, it was learned that no less than 
17 birds had been brought down, 
but only three had been found. The 
field contained a particularly heavy 
yield of grain. In conducting this 
search a lot of serious damage was 
done. 


MORE CONSIDERATION 


“If only in the interests of com- 
mon decency, hunters should exer- 
cise a little more consideraticn for 
the problems of other people—par- 
ticularly of people contributing to | 
war economy. The Game Act quite 
definitely states that permission | | 
from the owner of the land must | 
first be obtained before entry upon 
it is made, Apart from this just and 
natural clause being in force, the 
obtaining of such permission should 
be instinctive—a simple matter of 
courtesy. With unwarrantable dam- 
age to property arising from such 
trespass, especially in such times as 
these, the offence becuimes far more 
serious,” Mr. Heustis stated.
